Household Tips. 


To kill odours in cooking, drop dried orange- 
peel on a red-hot iron or old shovel and allow it 
to smoulder,. 

Browned flour is almost as necessary to keep 
on hand as white flour. To brown flour, put a 
thick layer of flour into a baking-pan and ' place 
it in a hot oven with a little bit of brown sugar, 
watch it and stir with a spoon until the flour is 
browned all through. When cold put in 
preserve-jars -and cover them. It will then be 
ready for use in gravies and for whatever else is 
needed, 

A little bit of slaked lime, mixed witb a hand- 
ful of sand that is to be used for scrubbing an 
unpainted table top or floor, will readily remove 
stains or grease, and leave the table top fresh 
and white. 

Anyone wishing to clean a carpet without 
removing it from the floor should try this: 
Secure a peck of sawdust and take half a sack 
of salt, mix together with enough water to 
dampen thoroughly, sprinkle on the carpet, 
then take a broom and serub lightly; sweep 
off clean, and the colours in the carpet will 
be bright almost like new, and the carpet 
dustless. 

When cleaning woodwork and window-glass 
try usinga little kerosene on a cloth, and it will 
be found to be very effectual, besides a much 
quicker method than soap and water. 

If when having mashed potatoes a little 
chopped onion and celery are added during the 
mashing process it will be a decided improve- 
ment. If added to stewed tomatoes it gives them 
an excellent flavour. ‘The leaves of celery, as 
long as they are not withered, should not be 
thrown away, for they can be used to great 
ndvantage in flavouring.

Sir Francis Jeune Resigns.—The an- 
nouncement was made on Monday last that 
Sir Francis Jeune had resigned his position on 
the judicial bench, and that his resignation 
had been accepted. A peerage will be conferred 
upon him in recognition of his distinguished 
public service. The vacant Presidency of the 
Probate, Divorce, and Admiralty Division of the 
High Court of Justice has been offered to the 
Solicitor - General, Sir Edward Carson, K.C., 
who, however, has declined it. ‘The offer of the 
vacant post to Sir Edward Carson is in accord- 
ance with custom, it being assumed that law 
officers of the Crown have a prescriptive right to 
first consideration. Mr. Justice Barnes will in 
all probability succeed to the Presidency of the 
Division. 
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REFERRED last week to the new schemes 
proposed to up the drama, or to raise 
it (on stilts) above the heads of ordinary 
playgoers. Some of the suggestions do not 

inspire confidence. For instance, a society that 
favoured the production of such a play as 
Ibsen's ** Ghosts ’’ hardly appeals to the innocent 
and pure-minded frequenter of the theatre. I 
am more thau ever convinced that the matter 
will right itself if left alone. With all its faults 
the British stage is the purest in Europe. Read- 
ing some critiques of recent Parisian plays, I 
cannot but feel glad that they are prohibited in 
London and the chief provincial cities ; and this 
hankering after what is unclean is, to say the 
least, not a hopeful sign of the times. 


The vexed theatre question, whether to pay or 
not to pay the extra fees imposed by certain 
managers, will, I fancy, simmer down in a way 
not favourable to- managers who are too exact- 
ing. I could mention many suburban districts 
where other forms of amusement are daily 
becoming popular, while the amateur actor and 
actress are rapidly gaining favour. ‘Thus it will 
be seen that the professional actor as well as the 
manager is a sufferer. In these hard times 
people cannot afford the charge of sixpence for 
a playbill and another sixpence for leaving a 
hat, cloak, or umbrella. I know respectable and 
intelligent people who have given up playgoing 
entirely, but who would often visit the theatre 
if they could know in advance what the~cost 
would be, 


Mr. Tree has written some introductory 
remarks on ** Much Ado About Nothing,’’ which 
prove him to be one of the most sympathetic 
and intellectual of Shaksperian critics, as he 
is also one of the most artistic representatives 
of the great poet on the stage. He says— 
** There is no ill-nature in any one of Dear Lady 
Disdain's retorts; they sting perhaps, but they 
never rankle or poison. They are the sponta- 
neous offsprings of a brilliant inspiration. ‘The 
wit of Benedick, on the other hand, though just 
as pungent, just as essentinl pleasant and 
harmless, sprang more from reflection and grew 
with the growth of thought." |

ntomime. Rustics come for miles to see the 
jiear’s pantomime. The church organist, Mr. 
conducts, and the ‘‘ Transformation 
Scene " illustrates what we are all hoping for— 
peace in the future. 


I am pleased to hear that Mr. James Welch, 
who had so soon to relinquish his part in the 
Drury Lane pantomime, has so rapidly recovered 
on the Riviera that he will appear in Captain 
Robert Marshall’s new farce at Wyndham's 
Theatre next week. The gifted author, follow- 
ing Mr. Gilbert's exumple, is holding back the 
title until the last moment. Mr. Weedon 
Grossmith and Miss Nancy Price will under- 
take the principal characters. Mr..Grossmith’s 
part will, I fancy, rival his Duke of Killicrankie, 
one of the most brilliant farcical impersonations 
I can remember. 


Mr. Alfred Sutro, whose ** Walls of Jericho" 
has taken London by storm, tried for teu years 
to get to the footlights, but in vain. Mr. Arthur 
Bourchier deserves great praise for his intelligent 
judgment in accepting the play 


Mr. Arthur Collins can take his own part 
most effectively and without putting himself out 
in the least.. Some very nasty things have been 
said, aud most unjustly, respecting the Drury 
Lane pantomime, ‘* The White Cat ” ; but when 
Mr. Collins took up the cudgels the objectors 
were silent and seemed not a little ashamed. 
The simple fact is that Drury Lune has never 
bad a better pantomime either for young or old, 
and people are finding it out. While quite half 
the pantomimes are ending in a day or two, 
Drury Lane is going strong and seems likely to 
outlive nearly every production of the kind. Mr. 
Collins has hit upon the happy idea of making 
one of the characters reply to the attacks in a 
song whick *' goes ’’ immensely. 


A compliment to the London stage is reported 
from Madrid, where Cervantes is to be 
celebrated by a grand performance of ** Don 
Quixote.” Sir Henry Irving has, I hear, been 
invited to play the Don. He was seen in that 
character at the Lyceum about ten years ago; 
but the piece was so compressed that it did not 
fairly represent the genius of the immortal 
author. The Lyceum “Don Quixote” was a 
mere sketch, greatly inferior to the version given 
at the Alhambra, with Mr. Jarvis as the hero 
and Paulton as Sancho Panza. I remember the 
attack on the Windmill as very comic and renl- 
istic; in fact, it was a capital stage picture. 
Few now remember the opera of ** Don Quixote’’ 
by Macfarren, a clever English opera in which 
the character of Sancho Panza was treated with 
no little humour. But it must be nearly forty 
years since the opera was produced with but 
moderate success, the subject not being very 
well suited for operatic treatment. 


Mr. Charles Brookfield's adaptation of Jean 
Richepin's play, ‘‘ Madame du Barry,” is being 
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rapidly pushed forward, and we may expect it 
at the Savoy about the middle of February. As 
I have alrendy stated, Mrs. Brown-Potter and 
Mr. Gilbert Hare will play the hero and heroine, 
and Messrs. Abingdon, H. D. Warner, Devereux, 
Robertshaw, Blakiston, Miss Audrey Ford, Miss 
Helen Robertson, and Miss Elsie Chester will 
also take part in the play. The realistic element 
will be carried out so thoroughly that in the 
supper scene of the second act a harpsichord 
made by Johann Couchet in 1645 will be intro- 
duced and played on; while the scenery has 
been painted from sketches made at Versailles. 


As I predicted, the farewell tour of Sir Henry 
Irving in the provinces has proved a phenomenal 
success. Houses have been packed, and tho 
reception of the distinguished actor has been 
enthusiastic in the extreme. In some cases, 
owing to the demand for seats, the managers 
have been compelled to reserve the pit. When 
Sir Henry comes to the metropolis, playgoers will 
give him a farewell greeting worthy of the 
“palmy days.” j 


The Royalty Theatre will reopen on Saturday, 
Feb. 11, with a new programme, one of its chief 
features being a farcical two-act comedy by 
Mr. Sydney Grundy called ‘‘'The Diplomatist." 
Miss Florence St. John, Miss Marie Illington, 
Mr. Charles Groves, and other popular per- 
formers are announced, and the remarkable 
Dutch actor, M. Henri de Vries, will play iu 
English ** A Case of Arson,’’ a translation of the 
play in which he recently appeared and per- 
formed the whole of the characters. There are 
no less than nine parts, and the Dutch actor 
undertakes them all. 


It is rumoured that Dr. Distin Maddick has in 
contemplation the idea of making his beautiful 
La Scala Theatre, erected on the site of the 
old Prince of Wales’s Theatre, in ‘Tottenham 
Street, a kind of répertoire theatre. But amid 
the various schemes for the regeneration of the 
British drama nobody appears to consider the 
advantages managers might derive from further 
encouragement of the stage as it is. The French 
school of melodrama, for instance, might be 
worked with great results. It was immensely 
popular in Fechter’s day, and we have per- 
formers quite capable of doing justice to that 
dashing and brilliant style of dramatic art. I 
remember the breathless interest of the audience 
in such plays as ** The Duke's Motto.” 


Mr. Nolan, who for many years won the 
respect and confidence of the profession by his 
straightforward mode of conducting business, 
is at the present time in need of pecuniary 
assistance, and a concert is being arranged for 
his benefit on Monday, Feb. 15, at the Athe- 
neum, Shepherd’s Bush. Several prominent 
artistes have already offered their services, and 
Mr. Soane Roby is actively pushing forward 
plans to make the benefit a success.

about the middle of May. The trenches for ordinary crops 
should be 9in. to 12in. deep. A liberal quantity of rich 
old manure should be dug well into the bottom of them, 
the soil heaped on the sides coming in for blanching pur- 
poses later. The accompanying drawing o the 
section of a eélery trench for growing exhibition speci- 
mens. The entire square marked 1, 2, 3 is taken out, and 
the soil heaped on the sides as shown. The trench, which 
should be at least 22in. deep by 16in. wide, is then filled 
up as follows: In the bottom part, marked 1, is put

the sides should be pushed into the trench ona flne dry day 
to the depth of 6 in., surrounding the plants on every side. 
In about another fortnight take a piece of brown paper, 
2 ft. long by 6 in. wide, and roll it loosely round the stalk 
above the level of the soil which was pushed into the 
trench, so that from the base of the stalk to the top of the 
per the blanch will be 12 in. when finished. This will 
as much as it will be advisable to attempt to get for 
early shows, but for later shows 6 in. or 9 in. more can be 
got by following up the same process. Soil should be 
heaped loosely against the paper, and to keep up the soil, 
boards may fixed along each side of the trench. A 
troget dusting of fine lime and soot is a good preventive 
f slugs damaging the appearance of the stalks. 


The Asparagus Fly. 


A leaflet (No. 124) dealing with the asparagus fly has 
recently been issued by the Board of Agriculture, and may 
be obtained free of charge on application to the secretary, 
Whitehall, London. It is certainly of great interest to 
growers, and the circulation of such valuable information 
as is contained in the leaflet is to be commended. The 
flies, issuing from early in April onwards until about the 
middle of July, lay their eggs beneath the scales of the 
asparagus heads as these are a ring through the soil, or 
in the neighbourhood of the leaves on the already tall 
stems which are even approaching flowering. In a few days 
(a fortnight or three weeks according to some authorities) 
the larve hatch out, and, boring in to the tender stalks and 
young shoots, feed in a downward course. The maggots 
working downwards, follow the longitudinal axis of 
the stem, their presence being marked by yellowish 
galleries or tunnels. These last are often too dee ted 
to be seen without dissection. Pupation takes pluce from

Regarding treatment of the part, it may be said that, 
where the area to be treated is small and easily examined, 
good results may follow if (1) small rods, dipped im a sticky 
substance, are stuck in the ground early in spring. The 
flies will settle on these and be caught. (2) Colleet the flies 
early in the morning, when they are resting on the tops of 
the asparagus shoots, (3) Tuschenbe recommends 
sprinkling the tops of the shoots, when the dew is on them, 
with powdered charcoal. This discourages the flies at the 
time of egg-laying. (4) During the summer all injured 
stems should be cut away with the asparagus-knife and 
burnt. (5) In autumn all remaining stem parts showing 
larval tunnels, and all dry stumps, should be deeply dug up 
and burnt, so that injury in the next year may be lessened 
or prevented by the destruction of the pups.
